Self Defense Built Up 


As Assault Case Motive 


An attempt to show that Al­ 
bert Schwarz acted in self de­ 
fense when he shot his step­ 
son, Ernest H. Johannsen, ap­ 
peared this morning as the 
backbone of the defense case 
in Schwarz’ trial in Marin Su ­ 
perior Cou rt. 
Schwarz, 7 1-y ear-old retired 
Sau salito fisherman, is charged 
with attempted mu rder and as­ 
sau lt with a deadly weapon 
with intent to commit mu rder, 
as the resu lt of the May 30 
shooting, in which Johannsen 
was wou nded in the chest and 
hand. 
Defense attorney Roy C. Hall 
opened the defense case as 
cou rt reconv ened this morning, 
with a statement challenging 
Johannsen’s Tu esday testimony 
that he fou ght v iolently with 
Schwarz after Schwarz shot 
him. 
Hall said the defense will 
show that the fight actu ally 
occu rred before the shooting, 
that Schwarz was badly beaten 
in the fight, that he u sed his 
.38 caliber pistol in self-de­ 
fense, 
and 
that 
Johannsen 
wou ld hav e been phy sically in­ 
capable of engaging in the fight 
he described after hav ing been 


shot in the chest and lu ng 
with a .38 bu llet. 
Defense attorney s Hall and 
George J. Jackson then brou ght 
forward three witnesses to su b­ 
stantiate these contentions. 
It 
was indicated that they will 
present their case throu gh tes- 
! timony of witnesses other than 
Schwarz, whom they do not 
plan to call as a witness. 
First witness was Dou glas H. 
Mills of San Mateo, a gu nsmith 
and ballistics ex pert. 
Becau se 
he is not q u alified as a medical 
ex pert, Mills cou ld not giv e an 
opinion of probable resu lts of 
the gu nshot on Johannsen, and 
was limited in his testimony 
to technical points. 
The .38 
bu llet with which Johannsen 
was shot wou ld, at close range, 
hav e hit Johannsen with a 
force of 7 69 foot-pou nds of 
energy , Mills testified. 
It was brou ght ou t that the 
bu llet did not emerge from 
Johannsen’s body , and ihu s ex ­ 
pended its entire energy on 
him. 
Dist. Atty . W. O. Weissich, 
on cross ex amination, q u estion­ 
ed Mills abou t Army weapons, 
attempting to make the point 
that the Army discarded .38

been designed for the whole 
area. Eliminating a major por­ 
tion of it wou ld cau se operation 
of the plant to be too ex pensiv e 
for residents they said. 
Meanwhile, the cou nty has 
filed a lawsu it against the de­ 
v eloper to force completion of 
the plant. The dev eloper main­ 
tains he has carried ou t his 
part of the bargain. 
NEW COMPLICATION 
To complicate things still 
more, the dev eloper sold his 
interest in the disposal plant 
to the sanitary district. 
The sanitary district had of­ 
fered annex ation to the occu ­ 
pied area of Terra Linda, bu t 
the 
residents 
had 
rejected 
terms of the annex ation. 
So u ntil y esterday , there had 
been a stalemate. 
Bu t y esterday , after an inten­ 
siv e week of negotiations, the 
occu pied area, u noccu pied area, 
the sanitary district and the 
cou nty reached an agreement.

Novato Incorporation 
Fails To Get On Ballot 


Signatu res of more than 1,7 00 Nov ato residents do 
not represent 25 per cent of the assessed v alu ation and 
so the proposed incorporation of Nov ato will not q u alify 
for the Nov ember ballot. 
That was the report of Assessor George Hall this 
morning. 
Hall said his records showed that total as­ 
sessed v alu ation in the proposed city , inclu ding pu blic 
u tilities, is $14,332,100. 
“The way we figu re it, 25 per cent of this total 
is $3,58 3,025, and v alu ation of property on the secu red 
rolls owned by signers of the incorporation petition is 
only $3,043,9 40,” the assessor declared. 
Hopes that a su pplemental list of petitions cou ld 
be filed was dashed by the district attorney ’s office. Ac­ 
cording to Depu ty Dist. Atty . Robert Smallman, there 


is nothing in the law which permits filing of 
such ad­ 
ditional names. 


“The same thing happened in Sou thern California 
to the town of Imperial Beach,” he said. “The law say s 
that when the petition was filed, the board of su perv i­ 
sors was giv en ju risdiction. If it has fallen short of the 
req u irements, the board is withou t ju risdiction.” 
In the Imperial Beach case an opinion was asked 
from the attorney general.

Rev ision in the welfare bu d­ 
get, howev er, had no affect on 
the cou nty ’s tax es. Becau se of 
changes in federal law which 
liberalized

tion, the $51,000 increase will 
cost the cou nty tax pay ers only 
$49 1, the au ditor figu res. 
A long-range plan for new 
constru ction 
to 
hou se 
the 
cou nty library was lau nched, 
howev er, with retention of the 
cu rrent eight-cent rate in the 
library district. 
Depu ty Au ditor Bert Broem- 
mel told the board it wou ld be 
possible to redu ce the library 
rate from eight to six cents. 
Bu t he pointed ou t that the 
library district does not in­ 
clu de the whole cou nty ; some 
cities hav e libraries of their 
own. 
Therefore it wou ld not 
be proper to bu ild library fa­ 
cilities at the new Civ ic Center 
or elsewhere with tax money 
from the whole cou nty .

was echoed by the other three 
speakers. 
With this in mind, Pryor 
claimed that many teachers 
have left the profession be­ 
cause of administrative mix- 
ups. “ In 1954, about 9,000 Cal­ 
ifornia teachers left the pro­ 
fession,” he said, adding that 
some school boards have re­ 
ported 
50 per cent annual* 
teacher turnover as “ normal.” 
One listener phoned to ask 
“ Is it fair to a teacher to have 
his ability judged by one half- 
hour visit a year by the admin­ 
istrator?” 
A “ no” answer was chorused 
by Boyd, Pryor and Mrs. Al­ 
pers, while Allen suggested 
that classroom visits set up ar­ 
tificial situations which do not 
reflect accurate pictures of 
teacher-pupil relationships. 
Claiming frequent classroom 
visits by an administrator are 
necessary, Pryor asked in re­ 
turn, “ How can an administra­ 
tor write monthly reports on a 
teacher” if the administrator 
visits the classroom only once 
a year? 
Pryor said he knew of in­ 
stances of administrators who 
have had petty disagreements 
with teachers, and have told 
the teachers they would “ per­ 
sonally see to it that they 
would never get another teach­ 
ing job in the state of Califor­ 
nia.” 
He offered five suggestions 
for improving teacher-adminis- 
trator-school 
board 
relation­ 
ships: 
1. Use effective observation 
techniques in classrooms. 
2. Inform teachers of their 
mistakes and help them to cor­ 
rect them. 
3. Reject all unfounded ru­ 
mors, and give the teacher a 
chance to face his accuser. 
4. Abolish “ rule by fear” by 
administrators. 
5. Adopt a policy of meeting 
public 'criticism 
with 
open 
minds and free discussion at 
open meetings. 
After the broadcast, Pryor 
said he felt Kahn received a 
“ raw deal. I taught by him for 
three years. He’s a good teach­ 
er, a solid citizen—he doesn’t 
drink or smoke.” 
Whatever various methods 
may evaluate a teacher’s ability, 
Allen opined that “ You know 
a good teacher by the results 
—you measure him by his abil­ 
ity to light the spark of chil­ 
dren’s curiosity.” 
In answer to a listener’s

said no member of the Mill 
Valley School Board appeared 
on the panel because of a pend­ 
ing lawsuit in which Kahn is 
suing Mill Valley Dist.

1st Passenger Train Ran 
125 Years Ago Today 


ALBANY, N.Y. (IP— A hulk­ 
ing, smoking iron beast roared 
through the countryside be­ 
tween here and Schnectady, 
N.Y., 125 years ago today. It 
couldn’t have caused much less 
excitement than an invasion 
from Mars. 


The 
monster, 
c o u gh i n g 
clouds of smoke and sparks, 
was the first steam locomotive 
to draw a passenger train in 
the United States. It scared 
crew, 
passengers, 
spectators 
and horses in the fields. 


The first passenger locomo­ 
tive, the DeWitt Clinton, was 
a quaint affair of iron, weigh­ 
ing slightly more than three 
tons. It was less than 12 feet 
long — about the length of a 
modern automobile— and huf­ 
fed along on only four wheels. 


The engineer and firemen 
stood in the open, balancing 
gingerly on a dangerously nar­ 
row platform. Passengers were 
not any more comfortable—or 
safe. 


They rode in two ordinary 


stage 
special 
coach bodies, slung on 
frames with flanged 
wheels to keep them on the 
track. They were at the mercy 
of fiery pine embers from the 
smokestack and of the track 
itself. 


That first 15 miles of primi­ 
tive track between the two 
cities was made of stout wood­ 
en rails anchored to granite 
blocks and topped by long iron 
straps. 


Spectators 
who lined 
the 
roadway for the first trip of 
the DeWitt Clinton on Aug. 9, 
1831, raced away in fear from 
the shower of sparks that trail­ 
ed in the wake of the locomo­ 
tive. Scores of small fires were 
started along the track. Teams 
of horses for miles around 
were terrorized.

FDR Was Fit 
For 4th Term 


NEW YORK 
— The New 
York Time* today q u oted Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosev elt as say ­ 
ing doctors told her hu sband 
less than three months before 
his campaig n for a fou rth term 
that he “cou ld q u ite easily g o 
on with the activ ities of the 
presidency .” 
Mrs. Roosev elt recalled, the 
Times said, that the President 
u nderwent a series of phy sical 
ex aminations in May , 19 44. She 
said the only adv ice g iv en by 
the doctors, who fou nd him 
“well and activ e,” was that he 
shou ld “rest ev ery day ” to ease 
a heart weakened by the strain 
of the war y ears. 
The Times said this took on 
sig nificance in v iew of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s statement 
y esterday that he planned to 
hav e a fu rther phy sical ex am­ 
ination before election to de­ 
termine his own fitness for an­ 
other term. 
Mrs. Roosev elt also was q u ot­ 
ed as say ing consideration of 
health had no part in the deci­ 
sion to drop Henry A. Wallace 
as Roosev elt’s ru nning mate in 
1944. 
The times said this state­ 
ment was an “interesting side­ 
lig ht in v iew of the cu rrent 
debate in Repu blican circles 
ov er whether Richard M. Nix on 
shou ld be the President’s ru n­ 
ning mate.” 
President Roosev elt died of 
a cerebral hemorrhag e April 
12, 19 45, at the ag e of 63, abou t 
three months after his inau g u ­ 
ration a s President for a fou rth 
term.

It will co me as a surprise to no o ne 
that the Demo cratic Natio nal Co nv en­ 
tio n starts nex t Mo nday in Chicago and 
that the Republican Natio nal Co nv en­ 
tio n co nv enes a week later in San Fran­ 
cisco . 
Hav ing a natio nal co nv entio n in Cali­ 
fo rnia this y ear is go ing to spo tlight the 
impo rtance o f natio nal electio ns fo r all 
Califo rnians.

6 whether 
y o u fav o r Dwight Eisenho wer o r Adlai 
Stev enso n, Richard Nix o n o r Estes Ke- 
fauv er if y o u hav en’t registered.

wo n’t matter because y o u wo n’t be able 
to v o te. 
No w it may seem to y o u that wo rry 
“ this far in adv ance” abo ut registering 
is just silly . But let’s lo o k at it a bit.

Since it came o u t of the 
kitchen less than a generatio n 
back, stainless steel has gone

sky scrap ers,

p o wer p lants and atomic su b­ 
marines. And from the metal 
is made what p ro bably is the 
wo rld’s most ex p ensiv e gar­ 
bage can—a noncondu ctiv e 
c o n t a iner fo r radioactiv e 
waste p ro du cts. 
Demand fo r stainless is now 
so stu rdy , steelmen say , that 
only the tight su p p ly of nick­ 
el, u sed as an alloy in many 
ty p es of stainless, can p u t a 
brake on its fu tu re growth. 


BUT ENGINEERS in the 
alloy steel div ision of Rep u b­ 
lic Steel, stress that fo r many 
u ses o f stainless o ther alloy s 
can be u sed. Stainless p ro du c­ 
tion, aro u nd 200,000 to ns a 
y ear befo re the war, p u shed 
to 1*4 million tons last y ear.

The 19 5 6 Demo cratic and 
Republican v ice presidential 
no minating co nv entio ns are 
almo st upo n us. 
Nev er in American po litical 
histo ry has the cho ice o f the 
v ice presidential candidate* 
o f bo th parties pro duced as 
much intra-party debate and 
aro used as much public inter­ 
est as this y ear. 
With go o d reaso n; it’* abo ut 
time. The reaso ns are these 
—and it seems to me that 
public co ncern o v er the qual­ 
ity o f the v ice presidential 
no minees is just beginning to 
catch up with the mo unting 
impo rtance o f the o ffice: 


1—SLOWLY, steadily , In­ 
ev itably the v ice presidency 
has in recent y ears been 
raised to a po sitio n o f great 
influence and 
po wer — fo r 
go o d o r fo r harm—in the ex ­ 
ecutiv e branch o f the go v ­ 
ernment. 
2—The care which either 
party has ex ercised in cho o s­ 
ing its v ice presidential can­ 
didates do es no t match the 
increasing ro le o f the o ffice. 
3 —As the public begins to 
appreciate the v ital Impo r­ 
tance o f the caliber o f the 
v ice president, the time will 
co me—if, indeed, it is no t al­ 
ready here—when the v o tera 
will penalize the party at the 
po lls which do es no t giv e its 
presidential no minee an ade­ 
quate running-mate. 
4—Since six of the last ten 
p residents — fro m 19 00 to 
19 56 —hav e either died in of­ 
fice (McKinley , H a r d i ng , 
Franklin Roosev elt) o r been 
p hy sically sidelined fo r long 
p eriods (Wilson. Eisenhower), 
o r been sav ed from an assas­ 
sin's bu llet (Theodore Roose­ 
v elt), it is clear that the p ro s­

F i v e scho o ls — Oreg o n,

State, Washing to n 
State, Stanfo rd and Idaho — 
were g iv en clean bills o f 
health. Fo r two day s prio r 
to the jo int sessio n the fac­ 
ulty men—who run the co n­ 
ference—had ex amined self­ 
co nfessio ns prepared by the 
nine members. 
Earlier in the y ear, when 
p laced on p robation by the con­ 
ference for illegal financial aid 
to athletes, UCLA had declar­ 
ed its entire football team in­ 
eligible. Sou thern 
California 
did the same for 42 gridders 
and two trackmen. 
The conference ru led this 
action too harsh and modified 
it to one y ear of lost eligibility 
for each p lay er. 
Yesterday ’s action restored 
the coming y ear’s seniors to 
eligibility for fiv e consecu tiv e 
games. Sp rou l said he assu med 
the coaches wou ld select the 
games in which the forgiv en 
seniors wou ld p lay . The two 
Sou thern Calfiornia trackmen 
will be allowed to take p art in 
half the schedu led meets. 
Dr. Glenn Seaborg,

man for the facu lty grou p , said 
Washington had p rov ided the

Sausalito 
Reads Tax, 
Parking Laws 
Two ordinances to change 
the city’s sales and use tax 
| were introduced before the 
Sausalito City Council Tuesday 
night. A third ordinance pro­ 
posed would regulate parking 
at commercial establishments 
like hotels, motels, 
boatels, 
hospitals, clubs, cafes and oth­ 
er public places. 
The sales and use tax ordi­ 
nances would repeal the exist­ 
ing ordinance, in effect only 
a few months. The new ones 
would keep the 1 per cent tax, 
however, merely changing de­ 
tails of the ordinance to make 
them conform with ordinances 
of other Marin cities. 
Major change is in requiring 
a tax for all purchases at the 
point of purchase, rather than 
delivery. Only exception to this 
would be fixtures delivered to 
a house under construction, 
which are taxed at point of 
delivery. 


The parking ordinance was 


introduced at the request of 
the Sausalito Planning Com­ 
mission, which has been study­ 
ing commercial zone parking 
in the city. 


The ordinance would be gen­ 
erally in accord with a county 
ordinance on the same subject 
and would be the first step in 
“easy stage” improvement of 
commercial parking, the com­ 
mission said. 
All three ordinances must 
have a second reading, prob­ 
ably at the adjourned meeting 
of the council Aug. 21, at which 
time they could be passed.

Self Defense Built Up 


As Assault Case Motive 


An attem pt to show that Al­ 
b ert Schwarz acted in self de­ 
fense w hen he shot his step­ 
son, E rnest H. Johannsen, ap­ 
peared this m orning as the 
backbone of the defense case 
in Schwarz' trial in Marin Su­ 
perior Court. 


Schwarz, 71-year-old retired 
Sausalito fisherm an, is charged 
w ith attem pted m urder and as­ 
sault w ith a deadly weapon 
with intent to com m it m urder, 
as the result of the May 30 
shooting, in which Johannsen 
was wounded in the chest and 
hand. 


D efense attorney Roy C. Hall 
opened the defense case as 
court reconvened this m orning, 
with a statem ent challenging 
Johannsen’s Tuesday testim ony 
th a t he fought violently with 
Schwarz 
after 
Schwarz 
shot 
him. 


Hall said the defense will 
show th at th e fight actually 
occurred before the shooting, 
th a t Schwarz was badly beaten 
in the fight, th at he used his 
.38 caliber pistol in self-de­ 
fense, 
and 
th at 
Johannsen 
would have been physically in­ 
capable of engaging in the fight 
he described after having been 


shot in the chest and lung 
w ith a .38 bullet. 
Defense attorneys Hall and 
George J. Jackson then brought 
forw ard three w itnesses to sub­ 
stantiate these contentions.

was indicated that they will 
present their case through tes­ 
tim ony of witnesses other than 
Schwarz, whom they do not 
plan to call as a witness. 
First witness was Douglas H. 
Mills of San Mateo, a gunsm ith 
and ballistics expert.

CHIEFS TO SUEZ PARLEY

Demurrer To Demo Suit

was echoed by the other three 
speakers. 
With this in mind, Pryor 
claimed that many teachers 
have left the profession be­ 
cause of administrative mix- 
ups. “In 1954, about 9.000 Cal­ 
ifornia teachers left the pro­ 
fession,” he said, adding that 
some school boards have re­ 
ported 50 per cent annual* 
teacher turnover as “normal.” 
One listener phoned to ask 
“Is it fair to a teacher to have 
his ability judged by one half- 
hour visit a year by the admin­ 
istrator?” 
A “no” answer was chorused 
by Boyd, Pryor and Mrs. Al- 
pers, while Allen suggested 
that classroom visits set up ar­ 
tificial situations which do not 
reflect accurate pictures of 
teacher-pupil relationships. 
Claiming frequent classroom 
visits by an administrator are 
necessary, Pryor asked in re­ 
turn, “How can an administra­ 
tor write monthly reports on a 
teacher” if the administrator 
visits the classroom only once 
a year? 
Pryor said he knew of in­ 
stances of administrators who 
have had petty disagreements 
with teachers, and have told 
the teachers they would “per­ 
sonally see to it that they 
would never get another teach­ 
ing job in the state of Califor­ 
nia.” 
He offered five suggestions 
for improving teacher-adminis- 
trator-school 
board 
relation­ 
ships: 
1. Use effective observation 
techniques in classrooms. 
2. Inform teachers of their 
mistakes and help them to cor­ 
rect them. 
3. Reject all unfounded ru­ 
mors, and give the teacher a 
chance to face his accuser. 
4. Abolish “rule by fear” by 
administrators. 
5. Adopt a policy of meeting 
public 0 criticism 
with 
open 
minds and free discussion at 
open meetings. 
After the broadcast, Pryor 
said he felt Kahn received a 
“raw deal. I taught by him for 
three years. He’s a good teach­ 
er, a solid citizen—he doesn’t 
drink or smoke.” 
Whatever various methods 
may evaluate a teacher’s ability, 
Allen opined that “You know 
a good teacher by the results

dren’s curiosity.” 
In answer to a listener’s 
question, Mrs. Oppenheimer 
said no member of the Mill 
Valley School Board appeared 
on the panel because of a pend­ 
ing lawsuit in which Kahn is 
suing Mill Valley Dist.

regularity concerning a bond 
issue election can cause invali­ 
dation and the calling of anoth­ 
er election. The increased de­ 
tail of a general election, with 
its possible errors, could cause 
a major delay in the school 
district’s building program. 
“3. In the fall of 1954, the 
Reed Union School District 
Board did attempt to coordi­ 
nate its bond election with the 
general election. Because of an 
unfortunate experience at that 
time, the board is understand­ 
ably reluctant to repeat the ex­ 
perience. A ‘clerical defect’ 
of which the voters were in­ 
formed three days prior to the 
election caused the postpone­ 
ment of the bond election. This 
error necessitated the setting 
of a special election date— 
three months later. The notice 
of postponement sent the vot­ 
ers carried the further nota­ 
tion: ‘Be further advised that 
this error was not made by the 
administration or the board of 
trustees of the Reed School 
District and was entirely out­ 
side their jurisdiction.’ This 
attempt on the part of the 
school board to coordinate the 
delicate bond issue election 
with the general election re­ 
sulted in a three (or more) 
month delay of the critical 
building program of the Reed 
School District. 
“4. The school district has a 
suit filed to acquire a school 
site: costly necessary apprais­ 
als have been made. The pas­ 
sage of the bond issue is a 
must in order that state aid 
monies can be released to pur­ 
chase this and other sites. The 
three-week gain in time, by 
holding the special election,

1st Passenger Train Ran 


125 Years Ago Today 


ALBANY, N Y. 0^ -A hulk­ 
ing, smoking iron beast roared 
through the countryside be­ 
tween here and Schnectady, 
N.Y., 125 years ago today. It 
couldn’t have caused much less 
excitement than an invasion 
from Mars. 


The 
monster, 
c o u g h i n g 
clouds of smoke and sparks, 
was the first steam locomotive 
to draw a passenger train in 
the United States. It scared 
crew, 
passengers, 
spectators i 
and horses in the fields. 


The first passenger locomo­ 
tive, the DeWitt Clinton, was 
a quaint affair of iron, weigh­ 
ing slightly more than three 
tons. It was less than 12 feet 
long —■ about the length of a 
modern automobile—and huf­ 
fed along on only four wheels. 


The engineer and firemen 
stood in the open, balancing 
gingerly on a dangerously nar­ 
row platform. Passengers were 
not any more comfortable—or 
safe. 


They rode in two ordinary 


stage coach bodies, slung on 
special frames with flanged 
wheels to keep them on the 
track. They were at the mercy 
of fiery pine embers from the 
smokestack and of the track 
itself. 


That first 15 miles of primi­ 
tive track between the two 
cities was made of stout wood­ 
en rails anchored to granite 
blocks and topped by long iron 
straps. 


Spectators who lined the 
roadway for the first trip of 
the DeWitt Clinton on Aug. 9, 
1831, raced away in fear from 
the shower of sparks that trail­ 
ed in the wake of the locomo­ 
tive. Scores of small fires were 
started along the track. Teams 
of horses for miles around 
were terrorized.

In 5 Years 
Amount of savings deposited 
in federal savings and loan as­ 
sociations in Marin County has 
more than tripled in the past 
five years, according to figures 
compiled by the San Francisco 
Bay Area Council, Inc. 
The Bay Area council report­ 
ed this week that Marin Coun­ 
ty had $3,888,726 deposited in 
savings and loan associations in 
1951. In 1955, the total had 
risen to $17,092,292, or an in­ 
crease of 339.5 per cent. 
This percentage of growth is 
the second biggest jump re­ 
corded in the Bay Area. Solano 
County had a rise of 361 per 
cent. The average for the nine 
Bay counties is an increase of 
134 per cent.

LONDON (JP)—Britain today 
postponed the start of a major 
airlift of troops to the Medi­ 
terranean — but was reported 
preparing to pull some mili­ 
tary units and personnel from 
Germany to cope with the Suez 
crisis. 
Prime Minister A n t h o n y 
Eden, in a major radio and 
television speech last night, 
declared his confidence that a 
workable 
scheme 
could 
be 
found in peaceful negotiations 
to resolve the fermenting dis­ 
pute and said the British “do 
not seek a solution by force.” 
At *the same time, he reas­ 
serted British intentions to use 
force if necessary as a last re­ 
sort: “I must make plain: We 
cannot agree that an act of 
plunder which threatens the 
livelihood 
of 
many 
nations 
shall be allowed to succeed.” 
Britain holds that Egyptian 
President Gamel Abdel Nas­ 
ser’s July 26 nationalization of 
the Suez Canal Co. is a menace 
to her lifelines to Middle East 
oil supplies and her Far East­ 
ern commonwealth 
partners 
and colonies. 
The War Office said the air- 
life was postponed for “at least 


24 hours.” 
In the last few days an air- 
sea armada has been assem­ 
bled along Britain’s south coast 
to begin transport of troops 
and supplies. 
Six Bristol Britannias, each 
capable of carrying 100 men, 
and nearly 200 smaller planes 
were to start the first wave 
of the airlift at dawn tomor­ 
row. 
Widely printed press reports 
in London said the 15,000-man 
2nd Infantry Division may be 
withdrawn from West 
Ger­ 
many, where Britain maintains 
four divisions and a tactical 
air force. 
Under NATO 
agreements, 
Britain can reduce this force to 
meet some grave emergency 
affecting her interests else­ 
where or because of extreme 
financial difficulties. 
Informants emphasized, how­ 
ever, that any withdrawal must 
be approved by the Supreme 
Allied Commander in Europe, 
now U.S. Gen. Alfred M. Gruen- 
ther. 
Diplomatic and other activ­ 
ity ranged far and wide, as the 
Aug. 16 opening date of a 24- 
nation conference on interna­ 


tional control of the Suez ap­ 
proached. 
Indonesia—the 20th nation 
to line up—agreed to attend 
the conference called by the 
agreement of Britain, France 
and the United States. 
Iran, another nation that has 
accepted, said in a statement

Iran considers Egypt was act­ 
ing within her sovereign rights 
in nationalizing the canal, but 
declared Iran’s vital interest 
was in “securing free passage 
in the Suez Canal.”

A two-hour nationwide strike 
and demonstrations to protest 
the London conference were 
called in Syria for Aug. 14 by a 
group calling itself “The Syrian 
Commission for Egypt’s Aid.” 
In his broadcast, Eden de­ 
clared Nasser “has shown he 
is not a man who can be trust­ 
ed to keep an agreement.” He 
charged the Egyptian leader 
had seized the canal “for his 
own ends.”

The informants said Colom­ 
bian authorities have launched 
an investigation of the dyna­ 
mite blast which wrecked the 
heart of Cali, scooping a crater ; 
85 feet deep and about 200 feet 
wide and causing damage put 
by some estimates at 40 million 
dollars.

tave Rojas Pinilla has labeled 
the explosion an act of politi­ 
cal sabotage. The pro-govern­ 
ment newspaper Diario of Col­ 
ombia accused the President s 
political enemies of setting off 
the blast in an attempt to over­ 
throw the regime. 
The travelers said press cen­ 
sorship has been clamped down 
in Colombia as a result of the 
blast and that all outgoing dis­ 
patches are being c l o s e l y 
screened. 
Cali residents have been for­ 
bidden to leave the city, the in­ 
formants added, and plane, 
tr ain and car travel is under 
rigid control.

QUITO, Ecuador (iP)— Ecua­ 
dor’s government says it has 
broken the back of brief revolt 
and bottled up the rebel rem­ 
nants on the ranch of one of 
the leaders.

With these, they shut off all 
passages from the smoke-filled 
shaft down to about 2,200 feet. 
They hoped this would enable 
them to descend to lower levels 
where most of the trapped men 
were believed to be. 
The miners were trapped 
when the fire, caused by a 
short circuit, melted an eleva­ 
tor cable and sent the lift 
crashing to the bottom of the 
pit. Other escape routes also 
were cut off. Twenty-five min­ 
ers escaped aboard the eleva­ 
tor before it was lost. 
Rescue 
wrorkers 
removed 
nine dead and six injured min­ 
ers from upper levels. Another 
230 were in levels 2,500 to 3,- 
300 feet down. 
About 30 more were believec 
somewhere in the sealed-off 
passages. If they were not al­ 
ready dead, the closing of the 
passages doomed them to suf­ 
focation. 
One worker who came back 
from the 2,200-foot level said 
the “heat and smoke are ter­ 
rible.” 
“With my light I could not 
see six inches in front of me,” 
he said. “But if the men in the 
lower levels have found holes 
to hide in from the heat they 
may still be alive. There still 
is hope.” 
Rescuers said the fire in the 
lower levels 
appeared to be 
confined to a 100-foot area be­ 
tween the main shaft and a 
ventilating chute. 


OAKLAND (IP) — Migratory 
birds winging South this year 
will have a strictly modern 
stopover on the shores of Lake 
Merritt in downtown Oakland. 
Work began yesterday on an 
aluminum flight cage, a dome­ 
shaped structure designed to 
house different varieties of 
wild birds. 
The cage, to be built of alum- 


linum donated by the Kaiser 
Aluminum and Chemical Corp., 
will be of a special design. 
Aluminum struts, cut to sup­ 
port a dome of wire mesh, will 
do away with support pillars 
to provide a maximum of space 
with a minimum of materials. 


The dome will be 28 feet 
high and 36 feet in diameter 
at the floor level. It will be lo­ 
cated near the lake’s duck feed­ 
ing station and is expected to 
house migrant ducks, geese 
and other wild fowl.

For 4th Term 


NEW YORK Ufi — The New 
York Tim et today quoted Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt as say­ 
ing doctors told her husband 
less than three months before 
his cam paign for a fourth term 
that he “ could quite easily go 
on with the activities of the 
presidency.” 


Mrs. Roosevelt recalled, the 
Tim es said, that the President 
underwent a series of physical 
exam inations in May, 1944. She 
said the only advice given by 
the doctors, who found him 
“ well and active,” was that he 
should “rest every day” to ease 
a heart weakened by the strain 
of the war years. 
The Times said this took on 
significance in view of Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower’s 
statem ent 
yesterday that he planned to 
have a further physical exam ­ 
ination before election to de­ 
term ine his own fitness for an­ 
other term . 
Mrs. Roosevelt also was quot­ 
ed as saying consideration of 
health had no part in the deci­ 
sion to drop Henry A. Wallace 
as Roosevelt's running mate in 
1944. 
The tim es said this state­ 
ment was an “interesting side­ 
light in view of the current 
debate in Republican circles 
over whether Richard M. Nixon 
should be the President’s run­ 
ning m ate.” 
President Roosevelt died of 
a cerebral hemorrhage April 
12, 1945, at the age of 63, about 
three months after his inaugu­ 
ration as President for a fourth 
term.

Political Fever Hits Peak, But 
You Must Register To Vote 


It will come as a surprise to no one 
that the Democratic National Conven­ 
tion starts next Monday in Chicago and 
that the Republican National Conven­ 
tion convenes a week later in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Having a national convention in Cali­ 
fornia this year is going to spotlight the 
importance of national elections for all 
Californians. But there is danger that 
in getting enthused about the conven­ 
tions themselves, some of us are going 
to find ourselves eliminated from the 
November balloting. 
There is an added political signifi­ 
cance to next Monday besides the start 
of the Demo conclave. Next Monday is 
the warning date for all persons who 
have not registered to vote or who have 
allowed their registrations to lapse by 
not voting in a consecutive primary and 
general election. Net Monday is just 
exactly one month before the closing of 
registration for the general election. 
It won’t matter next Nov. 6 whether 
you favor Dwight Eisenhower or Adlai 
Stevenson, Richard Nixon or Estes Ke- 
fauver if you haven’t registered. 
It 
won’t matter because you won’t be able 
to vote. 
Now it may seem to you that worry 
“this far in advance” about registering 
is just silly. But let’s look at it a bit. 


The Democratic convention starts Mon­ 
day. Are you going to get far enough 
away from your TV set—except to go 
to work—to go downtown and register? 
And the Republican convention starts 
the next Monday. Are you going to let 
your own personal political problem in­ 
terfere with a good long look at what 
is going on in the Cow Palace? We sus­ 
pect you won't. 
And if you don’t, you haven’t got a 
whole month to register. There would 
be only two weeks left. Two weeks go 
by pretty fast, as you know if you’ve 
just gotten back from your vacation. 
Incidentally, wasn’t it about two weeks 
ago that your wife asked you to fix that 
leaky faucet? Or was it your husband’s 
pants pocket that needed to be mended? 
Two weeks ago? It couldn’t have been! 
But it was. 
So you see, unless you take action 
right now, you are liable to put off your 
registration until it is too late. Then you 
will sit on the sidelines come November. 
Every Marin resident should take ad­ 
vantage of his or her primary right and 
duty, the right and duty of casting a 
ballot. Unhappily, not all do. We urge 
each of you to do something about it 
right now. 
Make sure you are regis­ 
tered. Then in November, you too can 
have your say.

NEW YORK UR—No mat­ 
ter what Hollywood rules, 
it’ll never get 
50 million 
Frenchmen to see anything 
immoral about a double bed.

THE FILM, “The Ambassa­ 
dor’s Daughter,” was written, 
directed and produced by 
Norman Krasna. It is a come­ 
dy about a young GI who falls 
in love with a girl who turns 
out to be—who else but the 
daughter of America’s ambas­ 
sador to France. A plot has to 
have some connection with 
the tile. Or does it? 
Krasna figured he could 
save a tidy $400,000 if he shot 


the picture in Paris and used 
an all-French crew and cast 
with the exception of a few 
imported American stars. He 
did, too. 


BUT THERE were compli­ 
cations. 
The first came when actor 
John Forsythe, playing the 
American soldier, gulped and 
blushed 
when 
he 
glanced 
into a mirror and presumably 
saw the undraped bosoms of 
some night club chorines. 
“Why should he look em* 
b a r r a s s e d ? ” 
argued the 
French cameramen. “That’s 
how the girls perform in a 
night club.” 
The cameraman also could 
not understand why Krasna 
wouldn’t let him turn his 
lens on the chorines and put 
them in the film. Patiently, 
the producer explained the 
scene wouldn’t pass Holly­ 
wood’s moral test. 
“What’s immoral about a 
bosom?” demanded the cam­ 
eraman, unconvinced.

Queer Times 


SACRAMENTO 
(C N S) — 
Probably one reason it costs 
so much to operate the Cali­ 
fornia State Assembly is the 
highly co-incidental fixing of 
meetings of interim commit­ 
tees at times and places which 
are highly convenient to the 
times and places of other 
meetings some of the assem­ 
blymen might like to attend. 
While no figures are as yet 
available on the costs of three 
committee meetings held last 
weekend at the State Capitol 
in Sacramento, there were 
nevertheless in attendance a 
large number of Republican 
assemblymen 
(as 
well 
as 
Democratic) who stayed over 
to 
attend 
the 
Republican 
State Convention held Satur­ 
day and Sunday. 


ONE OF THE 
committee 
meetings was of Assembly 
Rules, which is headed by As­ 
semblyman Tom Erwin of 
Puente. Erwin is one of the 
staunchest of staunch Repub­ 
licans. 
Another Republican, As­ 
semblyman Charles J. Conrad 
of Hollywood, called a meet­ 
ing of his Interim Committee 
on Elections and Reapportion­ 
ment, which has six Republi­ 
cans on its roster. 
Then there was a conve­ 
nient meeting of a sub-com- 
mitee of Assemblyman Fran­ 
cis Lindsay’s Committee on 
Conservation, Planning and 
Public Works, also having a 
group of prominent Republi­ 
cans thereon. This was appar­ 
ently just a get-together, as 
it was held at 4 p.m. Friday 
afternoon, a time which al­ 
lowed the members plenty of 
time to travel to Sacramento 
on Friday, and at the same 
time collect, if they chose, 
their per diems and travel ex­ 
penses to and from the State 
Capitol. 


MOST OF THE members of 
the State Central Committee, 
of course, pay their own ex­ 
penses to the convention. 
Then there was another 
item on the Assembly com­ 
mittee schedule, which in­ 
volves the Assembly Interim 
Committee on 
Agriculture. 
Apparently, a sub-committee 
h e a d e d by Assemblyman 
Ralph Brown of Stanislaus 
County had a meeting sched­ 
uled for the discussion of 
problems, development and 
financial status of fairs in the 
state of California. The Leg­ 
islature, of course, talks about 
this subject frequently, but 
the Brown committee meet­ 
ing was scheduled at the 
Stanislaus District Fair in 
Turlock. 


ACTUALLY, the committee 
meetings at the Capitol over 
the weekend produced little, 
if anything, in the way of 
constructive legislation sug-' 
gestions. 
It appears, therefore, that 
the resort to the subterfuge 
of an official meeting for the 
primary purpose of collecting 
travel expenses and per diems 
for other meetings is being 
used, legally of course, for the 
emolument of some of the 
members of the Legislature.

Stainless Steel Becoming 


Of Importance Everywhere 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK UPi—A rocket 
plane of stainless steel fly­ 
ing through the heat barrier 
at a record 1,900 miles an 
hour lights up another field 
that the bright alloy hopes 
to mark off as its own. 
Since it came out of the 
kitchen less than a generation 
back, stainless steel has gone 
i n t o skyscrapers, 
railroad 
trains, automobiles, nuclear 
power plants and atomic sub­ 
marines. And from the metal 
is made what probably is the 
world’s most expensive gar­ 
bage can—a nonconductive 
c o n t a iner for radioactive 
waste products. 
Demand for stainless is now 
so sturdy, steelmen say, that 
only the tight supply of nick­ 
el, used as an alloy in many 
types of stainless, can put a 
brake on its future growth. 


BUT ENGINEERS in the 
alloy steel division of Repub­ 
lic Steel, stress that for many 
uses of stainless other alloys 
can be used. Stainless produc­ 
tion, around 200,000 tons a 
year before the war, pushed 
to H i million tons last year. 
As steel workers start up 
the furnaces again after the 
strike, several steel compa­ 
nies are pushing construction 
of new stainless steel plants. 


DOUBLE-TAKE

Crucible Steel is adding 70 
per cent to its stainless or ti­ 
tanium sheet and strip roll­ 
ing capacity. Others have al­ 
ready expanded. 
Other 
qualities than its 
freedom from staining are 
now cherished in the alloy. 


THE 
REASON that the 
plane that pierced the heat 
barrier is made of stainless 
instead of the usual aluminum 
is this: 
At speeds above 1,150 miles 
an 
hour, 
aluminum 
alloys 
lose their strength in the ter­ 
rific heat generated by air 
friction. 
In the atomic field stainless 
plays an added role. Republic 
sold 300 tons of the metal for 
use in the newest atomic sub­ 
marine, 
Sea 
Wolf. 
Boron 
treated steel alloy can keep 
radioactivity from building 
up within the metal itself and 
from passing on to do dam­ 
age. 
The reactor unit in the elec­ 
tric power plant Consolidated 
Edison plans in the New York 
area is expected to take 100 
tons of stainless. 
Stainless competes in the 
building field now with alum- 
l n u m, enamel-coated steel 
and bronze. 
Trains of stainless steel are 
touted as rust and corrosion 
resistant as well as having 
strength-to-weight ratios eco­ 
nomical for high speeds. And 
along with aluminum, stain­ 
less 
now 
competes 
w i t h 
chrome plate in auto trim.

may be sure that 
Jehovah’s W i t n e s s e s are 
aware of their legal rights.

They have 
won 44. One decision in their 
favor (as civilian citizens of 
the Republic) was the right to 
refuse to salute or pledge al­ 
legiance to the flag. You and 
I, of course, may not concur. 
But any employer releasing 
an employee for such a be­ 
lief is violating a legal right. 
Moreover, the American tra­ 
dition affirms each indivi­ 
dual’s right to religious be­ 
lief. 


Just a few years ago a 
small time Austrian rose to 
power; in part, by creating a 
scapegoat: the members of 
one religious faith were in­ 
carcerated in Dachau. Let’s 
not manufacture scapegoats 
or martyrs in our country. 
It is suggested that the Marin 
employer re-evaluate his de­ 
cision, confer with his priest, 
rabbi or minister and pub­ 
licly announce his goodwill to 
all employees who are com­ 
petent, and who are other­ 
wise qualified to work for him 
irrespective of religious be­ 
lief.

Public Should 


Care More 


About Veep 


The 1956 Democratic and 
Republican vice presidential 
nominating convention» are 
almost upon us. 
Never in American political 
history has the choice of the 
vice presidential candidate« 
of both parties produced as 
much intra-party debate and 
aroused as much public inter­ 
est as this year. 
With good reason; it’* about 
time. The reasons are these 
—and it seems to me that 
public concern over the qual­ 
ity of the vice presidential 
nominees is just beginning to 
catch up with the mounting 
importance of the office: 


1—SLOWLY, steadily, in­ 
evitably the vice presidency 
has in recent years been 
raised to a position of great 
influence and 
power — for 
good or for harm—in the ex­ 
ecutive branch of the gov­ 
ernment. 
2—The care which either 
party has exercised in chooa- 
ing its vice presidential can­ 
didates does not match the 
increasing role of the office. 
3—As the public begins to 
appreciate the vital impor­ 
tance of the caliber of the 
vice president, the time will 
come—if, indeed, it is not al­ 
ready here—when the voter» 
will penalize the party at the 
polls which does not give its 
presidential nominee an ade­ 
quate running-mate. 
4—Since six of the last ten 
presidents — from 1900 to 
1956—have either died in of­ 
fice (McKinley, 
H a r d i n g , 
Franklin Roosevelt) or been 
physically sidelined for long 
periods (Wilson, Eisenhower), 
or been saved from an assas­ 
sin’s bullet (Theodore Roose­ 
velt), it is clear that the pros­ 
pect of any vice president 
succeeding 
to 
the 
White 
House by death is increasing. 


BECAUSE OF Eisenhower’s 
illnesses it is almost inevita­ 
ble that the public will scru­ 
tinize the qualifications of the 
Republican vice presidential 
nominee more closely than 
those of the Democratic vice 
presidential nominee. 
What I would like to sug­ 
gest is that the time has come 
when we must give equal 
scrutiny to the qualifications 
of both vice presidential nom­ 
inees and weigh each ticket 
on the scale of its total talent. 
True, 
a 
special, 
visible 
doubt hangs over the ability 
of Eisenhower to serve four 
more years, if elected. 
But by all precedent and 
probability, based on the dur­ 
ability of all our presidents, 
there is also a considerable 
prospect 
t h a t 
Stevenson’s 
running mate—if Stevenson 
is nominated and elected— 
will inherit the presidency by 
death or violence. There have 
been four successful or at­ 
tempted 
presidential 
assas­ 
sinations 
(McKinley, 
Theo­ 
d o r e 
Roosevelt, 
Franklin 
Roosevelt, Truman) in the 
last half century. 


DEATH, disability or at­ 
tempted 
assassination have 
occurred too often to permit 
the nation longer to take any­ 
th in g less than a close and 
critical view of the fitness of 
either of the vice presidential 
candidates. 
The mounting power of the 
vice president requires it. 
The ever more exacting and 
stressful 
burdens 
of 
th e 
president require it. 
Irving G. Williams in his 
engrossing book, “The Rise 
of 
the 
Vice 
Presidency,” 
brings out these pertinent 
facts: 
Of the 33 men who have 
been president and who have 
held the office for a total of 
167 years, ten were former 
vice presidents, three reach­ 
ing the presidency by elec­ 
tion and the remaining seven 
through the death of the 
Chief Executive. 
These ten men held the 
presidency 
for 
almost 
51 
years, 28 years of this period 
representing election or re- 
election, 23 years represent­ 
ing a filling out the balance 
of presidential terms after as­ 
sassination or illness killed 
the elected chief executive. 
Roughly one-third of the 
American 
v i c e 
president» 
have succeeded to the high­ 
est office and have occupied 
the office about one-third of 
the total time »pan.

Dixie School District Budget Leaps 


To Impressive $272,391 This Year 


Dixie School District’s bud­ 
get for the 1956-57 fiscal year 
skyrocketed from last year’s 
$98,028 to $272,391, Supt. Den- 
nie B. Willis reported yester­ 
day. 


Trustees 
of 
the 
county’s 
fastest growing school district 
approved the budget Tuesday 
night. Willis said the trem en­ 
dous increase is due to the 
soaring enrollment. As an ex­ 
ample, the average daily at­ 
tendance last year was 381 pu­ 
pils. The 
estimated average 
daily attendance for the com­ 
ing school year is 1,019. 


The tax rate for the general 
operation of the district is ex­ 
pected to remain the same as 
last year, $1.25, but the total 
tax rate may rise about 15 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion because of the larger state 
loans that must be repaid, the 


superintendent said.

$90,996 
contract for the construction 
of a six-classroom addition to 
Mary Silveira School. Herrero 
Bros, of San Francisco won the 
bid and is expected to com­ 
plete the addition by about 
next March.

America’s Shrine Of Liberty Is Getting A Face Lifting

he glory and beauty that was Independence Hall and its environs 
in the Old Philadelphia of Colonial Days are coining back to their 
own. 
The State of Pennsylvania and the Federal Government are building 
two parks in which they hope to recapture some of the flavor, As well 
as the actual scenes, of the city when its cobblestoned streets echoed 
the sounds of liberty that shook Colonial America in the struggle for 
independence. Other groups have also been active in some of the 
restoration work. The General Federation of Women’s Clubs, for 
instance, donated $215,000 to restore the first floor of Independence 
Hall to its Revolutionary War decor, a project now under way. 
Demolition, reconstruction and renovation for the project have been 
going on for some time, and may take 10 more years to complete. 
In the meantime, while workmen wield hammer and saw, and trucks 
pull away with debris of old, rundown buildings in the three-square 
area that will eventually become a National Park, visitors still 
saunter in and out of the venerable old Hall, stopping for a few rich 
mom&its to look at the most venerated symbol of all, the Liberty Bell, 
or gaze around in the partially restored Assembly Room wbere the 
Declaration of Independence was adopted on July 4, 1776.

SUCCESSFUL NEWCOMER 
Song Arranger Does 


4 Versions A Day 


HOLLYWOOD Ufi — One of 
the hottest newcomers in the 
music world today is a husky 
boy-next-door type named Bud­ 
dy Bregman. 
The 26-year-old arranger and 
orchestra leader has come a 
long way since he left the Uni­ 
versity of California at Los 
Angeles six years ago. He was 
then considering following his 
father in the steel business. 
Today his credits include 
arrangements for such hits as 
Gogi Grant’s “The Wayward 
Wind,” “Who Are We,” “Sud­ 
denly There’s a Valley,” and 
“Ella Fitzgerald Sings 
Cole 
Porter.” 
Bregman’s c o n t r a c t with 
RCA-Victor allows him to ap­ 
pear on any other record label 
as arranger or orchestra lead­ 
er. Victor has the sole use of 
his services as starring piano 
artist, however. 


Bregman says he thinks he 
clicked because of his versatil­ 
ity as an arranger. He added: 
“I believe I can do a jazz ar­ 
rangement for Count Basie as 
as well as one for, say, Jane 
! Powell.” He’s done both, by 
the way. 
And where many arrang­ 
ers have trouble knocking out 
one song arrangement a day, 
Bregman says, “I can do four 
without trouble.” 


Bregman’s talent has landed 
him the top spot as artist and 
repertoire man for Norman 
Granz’ (Jazz at the Philharmon­ 
ic) Verve label. He should earn 
about $75,000 this year.

As an aid to Republican cam­ 
paigners, the GOP National 
Committee recently compiled 
booklet listing 24 aspects of 
the 
Eisenhower 
administra­ 
tion’s record, plus details of 
these 
claimed 
achievements 
and some sideswipes at the 
Democrats. 
Even skeletonized, the story 
runs to 102 pages. 
But it boils down in fact to 
three words which appear on 
the first page of the book— 
“Peace, Prosperity, Progress.” 


CAMPAIGN CORE 
These three, and particular­ 
ly the first two, will constitute 
the core of the Republican 
Presidential campaign. They 
have even been linked in the 
slogan, “Everything Booming 
But The Guns.” 
The order of precedence of 
what the book calls the 24 “ac­ 
complishments” of the admin­ 
istration gives the direction of 
the GOP appeal this year. 
In No. 1 position is the state­ 


ment that the present adminis­ 
tration “ended Korean fighting 
and bloodshed: wraged peace 
instead of war.” 


CAPITAL CLEANUP 
Then, “cleaned up the mess 
in Washington” gets the No. 2 
spot, indicating that Republi­ 
can speakers will miss no op­ 
portunity to recall the mink 
coats and deep freezes of 1952. 
But the next six items all 
refer to prosperity and one 
says flatly, “achieved greatest 
prosperity in history.” 
The word, “Progress,” of 
course is a kind of catch-all 
for such assertions as “re­ 
versed the 20-year trend to 
centralization of p o w e r in 
Washington,” “set up health, 
education and welfare depart­ 
ments,” “started St. Lawrence 
Seaway,” etc. 


FOREIGN POLICY 
Seven pages have been de­ 
voted to foreign policy, an area 
where the clash of argument 
almost certainly will be loud­ 
est. Says the booklet, “propa­ 
ganda victory won at Geneva 


by Ike’s convincing sincerity, 
which forced Russians to re­ 
tract charge of U.S. potential 
aggression.” 
Democratic candidates—par­ 
ticularly Averell Harriman — 
already have begun attacking 
the President for his role at 
Geneva and the 
short-lived 
“Spirit of Geneva.” 
Along with the claims of Re­ 
publican 
achievements, 
the 
book also devotes some atten­ 
tion to the Democrats. Neatly 
indexed are five references to 
former President Truman, and 
others to Adlai Stevenson, and 
Sen. Estes Kefauver. 


OLD SLOGAN 
Curiously enough, the 1952 
slogan—“You never had it so 
good” — which was then the 
property 
of the 
Democrats 
bobs up again, this time in the 
GOP bag. The booklet quotes 
George Meany, president of the 
merged CIO-AFL as saying, on 
June 29, 1955, “Yes, right now 
we never had it so good.” 
The Republican p l a t f o r m 
committee has as its chairman 


the tall, 
handsome 
senator 
from Connecticut, Prescott A. 
Bush. 
He said he has not yet been 
in conference with many mem­ 
bers of the committee. “In gen­ 
eral though, I would think the 
platform will call attention to 
the accomplishments of this 
administration. This will cer­ 
tainly be the case.’’

Edwards Barge 
Dispute Pops 


Up Once More 


The five-year old squabble 
over the barge apartments of 
Byron Edwards took up an­ 
other hour of Sausalito city 
council’s time Tuesday night. 
And it is on the agenda again 
two weeks from now. 
Tuesday night Edwards’ at­ 
torney, Alex L. Arguello, ap­ 
peared before the council ask­ 
ing that four building permits, 
denied by the city building in­ 
spector, be approved. 
Arguello said the permits 
would allow Edwards to install 
fire ecape facilities, widen the 
upstairs halls, install vents for 
gas appliances and install fire 
resistant walls. 
The building inspector had 
rejected the applications on 
grounds the barges are actual­ 
ly sitting on a city (submerged) 
street, that no building permit 
had ever been issued for the 
apartment building and so it is 
all in violation of the law, afid 
that here is no parking area 
provided in accordance with 
the city’s zoning law. 
The city has for years been 
trying to get Edwards to move 
the barges off of the city street 
onto private property, to put 
them into conformity with the 
law and to provide adequate 
parking for residents of the 
structure. At present the state 
has filed legal action against 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwards to force 
them to bring the barges into 
conformance with the state’s 
health and safety regulations. 
City Attorney John Ehlen 
told the council that if the Ed­ 
wards were willing to stipu­ 
late that issuance of the per­ 
mits would not constitute a 
waiver of its rights, he didn't 
see what harm it would do ex­ 
cept insofar as the state’s legal 
action is concerned. He didn’t 
know how this would affect the 
state’s case, and suggested the 
council put off action until its 
adjourned meeting Aug. 21, 
during which time the state 
could be contacted. 
Council members agreed.

In addition, Duerr said, near­ 
ly $25,000 has been budgeted 
in the current budget for land 
for a new police headquarters.
